The Saar region, according to the 
terms of the treaty of peace present- 
ed to the Germans, will be governed 
by a commission consisting of five 
members appointed by the league of 
nations. One will be French, one a 
native inhabitant of the Saar region 
and three representing three differ- 
ent countries other than France and 
Germany. After 15 years a plebis- 
cite will be taken to ascertain the de- 
sires of the population as to continu- 
ance of the existing regime under 
the league of nations, union of sec- 
tion with France or return to Ger- 
man sovereignty. 

President's Position. 

The French press asserts that 
President Wilson maintains his posi- 
tion and it is not believed he will 
depart from it in the slightést. He

1923, after which Fiume would re- 
vert to Italian sovereignty, the Jugo- 
Slavs being given a port a few miles 
lower down the Adriatic coast.
